Wcign ; and thöô, he that ruleth over Men ought to | 
De juſt, becauſe Men are rational Creatures, and have | 
& Right to be governed by the Laws of Reafon and 
Wuſtice ; yet 'tis no wonder that the Ruler who does 
Hot fear God, ſhould not regard Men. Power and 
reatneſs are in themfelves great Temptations, migh- 
y Corrupters of the Heart of Man; and unleſs there 
e the Fear of God to reſtrain thoſe evil Effects of 
Wrordly Grandeur, it muſt happen, That he that has 
the moſt Power will be leaſt able to uſe it well; and 
Fonſequently want of Religion in the Prince muſt 
ways end in the Slavery and Miſery of the Peo- - 
le: But when a Ruler acts under the Senſe of 
Pod's Supreme Dominion, and knows that there is 
Wo proper Legiſlative Power, but that of the Al- 
Nighty; that the Part entruſted to him is a Ray iſ- 
Ping from the Divine Fountain; he will fo uſe his 
Power as not to diſgrace the Giver of it, and exert 
in Laws and Conſtitutions, worthy of the great 
Original from whence they flow: Such Laws muſt 
ways be Honour to the Throne, Safety and Profpe- 
Iity to the People.
